A new grinding apparatus has re- 


cently been shipped to the Doty mill, 
and will soon be set up on the main 
floor 
It Is an "attrition 
mill, 


manufactured by the Foos Manufac- 
turing Co.. of 
Springfield. 
Ohio, 


makers of scientific apparatus. This 
mill Is built on a different principle 
from the ordinary feed grinder and 
can work twice as fast as any old 
style mill, having a guaranteed cap- 
acity of three tons per hour. 
Most 


feed mills work on the principle of 
grinding or reducing the kernels of 
grain hv squeezing them 
between 


two or more surface*. 
The attri- 


tion mill does not grind the feed at 
all but cutting edges on two revolv- 
ing circular plates which make 1.800 
revolutions per minute, cut tho grain 
or fe«d to tho desired condition. 
In 


the older style mills the grinding has 
been done between three rollers, or 
between two stones.

It Has Two Long Tails, and Daily In- 


creases in Brightness—Can; 


Be Distinguished. 


Many Janesvlllo people arc stargaz- 


ing after tho new comet, which Is 
flashing across the sky, being now In 
the constellation Cygnus In the bor- 
der of the milky way. 


The "comet was discovered by Bor- 


olll at Marseilles somo three weeks 
ago and has since been under obser- 
vation at various points. 
It prom- 
ises to bo unusually Interesting. Its 
brightness Is rapidly Increasing until 
now It Is as easily visible as a fourth 
magnitude star, that Is. about a quar- 
ter as ^bright as tho -polar star. 
It 


Is hurrying- northeastward at. 
tho 


rate of four degrees a day. 


Its Orbit 
Tho orbit of tho comet has been 


computed by Professor Pcrrleno. It Is 
moving In a parobla In such a way 
that Its nearest approach to tho sun 
will occur August 27 at a distance of 
about 31,000,000.000 miles: 
Its pres- 
ent distance from the earth Is about 
100,000.000 miles and from tho earth 
about 20,000,000. 
To the unassisted 


eye the comet will appear as a hazy 
patch of light. 
An acute eyo should 


be ablo to detect short tails projec- 
ting away from the sun. 


Observatory Points 
Lick observatory photos have re- 


corded two •prominent tails, each sev- 
eral degrees In length. . While It Is 
always - unsafe to makb predictions 
as to how bright a comet will grow, 
yet there Is little doubt that this 
one will bo a fairly conspicuous ob- 
ject In tho evening sky. 
Many ob- 
servers expect It to he the brightest 
comet of tho-past ten years. 


Wisconsin Lens 


Dr. Comstock of TVashbtirn obser- 


vatory at Madison has several times 
trained his telescope upon the new 
comet 
Ho says: "It Is fairly bright 


to the naked eye and will probably 
continue to Increase In 
brightness. 


"Whether or no It will do so Is most- 
ly conjecture. 
In appearance It Is 


furzy with a short tall pointing tow- 
ard the south. I can't say that there 
Is ' anything, peculiar or remarkable 
about this comet. 
Why, It Is a poor 


year that gives us only one or two 
and many a year we have from six 
to eight. 
In brightness It exceeds 


the ordinary comet but It scarcely 
•holds a candle' to the br.oad. extend- 
ed, long tailed comet of 1882 which 
was so bright that It could be seen 
In plain day. 
Yet It is a comet nnd 


well worth seeing."

til horse revives. 
Add four ounces 


of granulated hyposulphite or soda 
If he is bloated: tap with trocar and 
canula high In right Hank If bloating 
Is excessive: and In bloated 
cases 
give'rectal Injections of soapy warm 
water hourly. 
High fever may be 


detected by hand In horse's mouth 
or uso of thermometer In rectum. If 
It Is 108 Fahr.. or over, give one 
ounce saltpeter dissolved in pint of 
water, in addition to stimulants pre- 
scribed above and repeat in 
six 


hours. From start of treatment keep 
cool, 'wet packs on top of head and 
sprinkle entire body with cold water 
from a sprinkling can held a foot 
above body. 
A piece of Ice may bo 


placed In water thus used.

One' of them climbed to the 
crest In front of a ">2 pounder, beside 
which stood I-leutenant Gllchrist. com- 
mander of the Gist guard artillery. 
Gllchrlst challenged the intruder, re- 
ceiving for an answer n shot from n 
rifle held so close that the powder 
blinded his eyes. The bullet clipped n 
lock of his hair and passed on. Sud- 
denly the 32 pounder opened, and the 
entire charge, of canister -went through 
the body of the Connecticut rlllemuu. 
Tlmt cannon shot was a signal for the 
batteries to open, and under the mid- 
flen. awful flre of colninblads. earron- 
tdes. howitzers and mortars the storm-- 
Ing column was swept from the beach, 
i Not only Wagner's storm of iron del- 
uged the sandy plain in front, but Sum- 
ter's shells raked the charging lines. 
"Aim low!" was General Strong's com- 
mand as he ;il!ice;l him-elf at the head 
of the storming parties. Just In front 
af the fort was a marsh, and after 
struggling through that the men leaped 
Into tho ditch. A few climbed the bank 
and waited under the shelter of the 
parapet for re-enforcements. Hut the 
enemy's lln» became so hot that a Him 
of battle could not survive the march.

pet tired blindly over the wail and 
picked off the gunners In the oxi>osed 


on came the misguided and unfortu- 
nate Colonel Shaw, his lone hair wav- 
ing behind him as he led his sable en- 
fant* pordus. A portion followed him 
over the ditch and planted their llag 
on the ramparts, where the colonel was 
shot and instantly killed. The others, 
however, could not endure the xlulit of 
that xapln:: ditch or the revolting sen- 
sation of winded metal viciously near. 


"Some of the frightened creatures 


ran like deer, others In the base paraly- 
sis of terror prostrated themselves 
upon the cround, crawling nluiig on 
hands and feel. Then a vrnm! deed 
which the old nortlimen would have 
called a deed of derrlng-do was per- 
formed by the men of the ever domi- 
nant Caucasian nice, tho thought of 
which as I write, a quarter of a cen- 
tury after Its occurrence, makes my 
heart beat and my pulse throb tumilllu- 
ously.

stretch before the fort, every Inch of 
which was swi^pt by n hurricane of 
tire, a besom of destruction, the Sixth 
Connecticut (ami Forty-eighth New 
York) charged with such undaunted 
resolution upon the southeast salient 
that they suc<vedcd In the very face of 
hell, one may say. In capturing It." 


The commandant of Fort Wagner. 


Gent-nil W. It. Tallaferro. describing 
the charge, surpassed in fervor the en- 
thusiasm of the poet Iliiync. Said he: 
"The Confederates, with the tenacity 
of bulldogs and a Metre courage iirous- 
cd almost to madness, poured from the 
ramparts and embrasures sheets of 
Hume and a tempest of lead and Iron. 
Yot the intrepid assailants rushed on 
like the waves of the sea by whose 
shores they fouu-lit. They fell by hun- 
dreds, but they pushed on, reeling un- 
der I lie frlclitfnl blasts that almost 
blew them to pieces, up to the Con- 
federate bayonwu." 


The Sixth Connecticut and 
Forty- 


eighth Now York belonged to General 
Strong's brigade. It was S o'clock und 
fully dark when tlio assailants, to tho 
number of 
7<M>, entered tho bnstlon. 


Soon after dark Colonel II. S. Putnam 
charyed with the tfovonth New Hamp- 
shire in tho wake of Strong and In the 
confusion and darkness assaultiil the 
very point hold by Strong's men. The 
bastion was held for three hours, when 
the survivors. MO In all, surrendered 
to a party of the garrison led by (Jap- 
tain W. II. K.rmi. wbo was killed in 
the counter assault.
